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PENALTY FIXED 
ü AT 25 YEARS 


Peoria, m June 1~—Edgar 1 
Strause, former president of the State 
Trust and Savings Bank of Peoria, was 
found guilty at 9:14 o’clock tonight of 
murdering Berne M. Mead. His pun- 
ishment was fixed by the jury, which 
decided his fate at twenty-five years 
in the penitentiary. 

Strause pleaded self-defense as jus- 
tification for the killing. He testified 
that Mead attacked him with a revol- 
ver which he secured from one of the 
cages in the bank, and that to protect 
his own life he was forced to slay the 
cashier after a physical struggle. 

The theory of the killing advanced 
by the state was that Mead was in 
a position to buy Strause's stock in the 
bank, and that after Strause refused 
to sell Mead threatened to vote him 
out of his holdings at the meeting of 
the board of directors set for the next 
month. Strause, the state claimed, 
then shot his cashier to prevent had

The French call it a formation “en 
bloc,” and America already has con- 
verted this into the “block method” 
and the “checkerboard system.” Its 
primary purpose is to facilitate the 
movement of troops on the field by the 
elimination of waste motion, but it also 
serves to reduce the danger from shells, 
grenades, and as there is a 
“ fifty-fifty” chance t such projec- 
tiles will hit an empty square on the 
checkerboard, and to lessen the target 
for rifle and machine gun fire. 

The plan is said to be the most rad- 
ical ft in drill methods introduced 
in connection with the United States 
army in many years, but it was re 
ceived enthusiastically by the students 
and the instructors. 

Breaks Up Long Lines 

Under the present army regulations 
the battalion formation is made up of 
long thin lines of companies or else of 
a long column. The French plan puts 
the men in close formation in almost 
a perfect solid square. a

The printing is 
done by Fred J. Ringley, 621 Plymouth 
court. The firm solicits orders and 
sells the “books” outright. There their 
interest ceases. There is “no come 
back“ because there is no law against“ 
selling gambling paraphernalia. 

. This firm sells between 150 and 400 
dosen books a week—at $3 per dozen. 
It is a good business. Mullen showed 
the detectives an opinion from the 
postal authorities, which gave him the 
right to ship these cards through the 
mails. He also has been in consulta- 
tion with government authorities to 
know whether or not he is to pay a 
war tax on his business. The rern. 
ment hasn't decided yet.
